Why Trees Can Defy Storm. 


There has been a very 


suggestion concerning the utility to 
a tree of the Irregular arrangement of 
its branches. Watching a large plane 
free during n gale, an observer noted 
that while one great HT b swayed in 
one direction, another swayed the op- 
posite way, and although all the 
branches were plunging and bending 
before the blast, they did not move 
in unison, or all at once In the 'same 
direction. But for the peculiarity In 
the motion of the branches, It Is 
thought, the tree conld not have 
escaped uprooting; and the investi- 
gator suggests that this kind of bal- 
ancing serves in general to protect 
large trees, like oaks and beeches, 
which have their branches nnsymtnet- 
rlcally placed, from -being overturned 
by high winds,—Washington 'Star.
